Children should be vaccioated when 
quite young, and older persons should 
l>e re-vaccinated every seventh year, at 
least.

The op¬ 
eration should be done by a competent 
physician, under proper a-eptic precau¬ 
tions.

An es- 
pccial watch should lie kept over team¬ 
sters, trumps and peddlers. Prompt and 
intelligent organization will save heavy 
expense to all counties interested, as the 
lost of stumping out the disease must be 
borne by the county courts.
